THE UNITED STATES AS AN ASYLUM 


FOE NIHILISTS. 


It is a very fitting opportunity for the 


people of the United States to seriously 
reflect upon the question of permitting 
Nihilists and assassins to come from 
abroad and take refuge in this country. 
Iieo Hartmann came here from Russia, 
has been wined and dined, has made 
speeches, and has been interviewed by 
authority of the metropolitan newspa- 
pers. There are a great many persons iu 
the United States who express sympathy 
with Hartmann. They are countenancing 
nihilism, assassinations, murders, anil 
general disorder. Thoy aro probably not 
aware ot this f »ct, and probably thoy do 
not see the odious position thoy are tak- 
ing. It is true that Leo Hnrtmann did 
not kill the Czar ot 
.Russia, .but lie 


did something quite as criminal. By 
his own mouth he 
is 
condemned 


as murdering innocent persons who were 
on tho train that was blown up by tho 
mine he constructed. Ho has killed oth- 
er persons who gave no offense what- 
ever—killed them deliberately—and con- 
fesses that their death could not bo 
avoided because he had his plans laid to 
blow up the train that the Czar might be 
killed. 


This cold bloodod and cowardly mur- 


Jeror, the man who vauntingly acknowl- 
edges that ho killed hoi picas and inno- 
cent persons, oomea to this country for 
protection, and it is a serious question ns 
to whit tho United States will do about 
it. Suppose Russia should oak that ho 
bo surrendered and taken back to the 
scenes of his murders, what answer could 
our government make? So far there has 
been no demand from the Bussinu au- 
thorities for tho arrest of Hartmann, and 
for this reason Secretary Dlaino has tak- 
en no steps in tho promises. It our gov- 
ernment should refuse at all, it would be 
on technical grounds, but still thcro arc 
hopes that if the tleiniind was made, it 
would bo complied with. 
Appalling as 


has been Hartmann'a crimes, it is cot like- 
ly that ho will over be punished. 
Ho 


comes to this country aa a hero in the 
sight of a great many persons, aud oven 
some Americans aro making much of 
him. 
Hartiuann deserves doath^for his crimes, 
and in tho United States he should re- 
ceive no pity or protection. His course 
is at war with all social order and civili- 
zation. It breeds assassination, mur- 
ders, communistic mobs, the destruction, 
of property, and social calamity. 
It 


makes such men as Giutoau, Denis Kear- 
ney, and Crowe, the infernal machine 
man. 
It brings insurrection against our 


advancing civilization. It tends to weak- 
en tho government. It poisons the 
minds ot tho lower classes of people, and 
creates a thirst for thoblood oC those who 
have political responsibility. If Hart- 
ntann was n, reformer, a man o£ tender 
sympathies,

friend 
of 
good 


order, 
a 
promoter 
of 
good 


works, 
a 
man 
who 
wanted to 


build up and not to tear down, a man 
who wanted to protect innocent lives 
aud not destroy them, he would iind a 
friendly greeting in tho United States. 


But there aro no circumstances con- 


ceivable which could win tho slightest 
sympathy ot Americans "for the infa- 
mous and cowardly creatures who aim at 
tho massacre of innocent, irresponsible 
and helpless human beings, upon tho 
more chance that some political object 
may thereby bo reached." It is reported 
that Hartmauu has declared to become 
a citizen of the United States. It is hoped 
this is not true. This country docs not 
want him nor any of Ins like. Ho would 
make a bad citizen, a disturber of the 
peace, a law-breaker, and a leader among 
tho worst clement that can curse tho 
country.

Were business men to start in busi- 


ness on tho plan that thousands of farm- 
ers adopt, more of thorn would coiho tor 
grief nt an early day than ia now tho 
case. They generally count tho cost in 
advance, and aim to have suiliciont 
capital on hand, or accessible, so tlmt 
nceos-sary outlays «hall bo promptly 
met, anil thoir ability guaranteed foii 
tiding over a period of dull times orj 
stringency. The true man of business 
does not want his customers, creditors,! 
or acquaintances to even suspect thai 
his linancial resources are at all lackr 
ing to carry put his plans. He kno»s 
that a reputation for piompt payments 
is all important to a standing with botli 
creditors and customers; anil UiaL.withT 
out a standing tho path to success will 
bo ten times more dilVicult. lie may 
limit bis field of enterprise ns much ash<i 
pleases, but ho must bo able to do what 
he agrees to do or tries to do witli 
promptness and dispatch. 
! 


Tho great need of the average farmj- 


er is tu be more businesa-iike in his 
methods. 
Ho should kuow all about 


profit and loss. True, he cannot alwaj s 
demonstrate exactly tho cost of a bushel 
of corn, a quart of beans or the .board 
of a sucking pig, but he can at least 
know what his aggregate expenses arc 
per year, and his annual income. Yet 
tens of thousands do not know even 
this, because it is "too much trouble to 
keep accounts." They- seem to tak<! 
no interest or pride in mastering- such 
facts. They lack tho business quality 
of mental application, and of course 
their farming, while it may support 
them, is of the standstill order, unen- 
terprising, and teaches no lesson that 
incites other farmers to improve. 
Then, again, other thousands embark 


in the business blindly. They can work, 
but they have no conception that farm- 
ing is much more than mere work and 
routine. They start without capital, or 
at least none in hand, and under a load 
of debt. The tools and stock put upon 
the farm are inferior, and do very poor 
work." Investments that would pay 
well, such as purchases of manure, 
drainage of heavy soils, the clearing up 
promptly of swamps or other land 
which might be reclaimed, must be neg- 
leeted or postponed. Such men cannot 
bo persuaded that time is money in j 
their business, or that they cannot af- 
ford to use half worn out and ineflicicnt 
tools and implements. Their necessi- 
ties for meeting interest, taxes and oth- 
er expenses literally force them to soil 
their crops often at ruinous prices to 
sharpers who know or suspect the 
pressure under which they live. Thoir 
purchases must all bo made at retail and 
at high rates, instead of at wholesale 
and at the lowest rates. Such a man 
can do littlo or nothing to advance 
farming or honor it; ho can do nothing 
to aid local enterprises; he has nothing 
for books, papers, society, or intellect- 
ual culture; his family is neglected, 
nnd haa no chance to grow in social 
standing, and a sort ol dry rot general- 
ly EP'^fyle? *h° promises. 
OTcdiirso a "laBofious, saving man, 
can advance somewhat, and many do, 
some attaining to prominence. But it 
la at a fearful cost. Tho young couple 
who start in farming, say at the data of 
manhood, in the attempt to pay for a 
hundred-acre farm with a mortgage 
upon it for two-thirds or three-fourths 
of its cost, and Indifferently stocked, 
have a terrible task before them. That 
is, it is terrible if they have any intel- 
lectual or social tastes, any ambition to 
buildup a beautiful homo, or to give 
thoir children such advantages as Wjill 
make them intelligent, enterprising, 
worthy and content with their sur- 
roundings. 
If 
satisfied with more 


drudgery, and with no tastes .for social 
privileges or books, no desire to mid iin 
good enterprises that arouse the en- 
thusiam of others about them, then they 
may succeed after a fashion. 
Uut it is 
a poor sort of success at best. Men 
and women should bo something more 
in this age than mcro howers ot wood 
and drawers of water. 
Tho farmer's 


home should possess comforts in abun- 
dance, even if not luxuries. His work 
should be intelligent, and guided by 
some knowledge of the laws of naturo 
which all'ect it, and' not merely by tho 
laws of routine. His 'Lome surround- 
ings should bo beautiful nnd tasteful, 
because a slight expenditure and some 
care and taste will giVq-liiiu rural beau- 
ties denied to tho city, man, or which 
will cost tho latter many thousands in 
lite form of a country scat. And to do 
all this v<Miiir.cs some capital. 
ttnt it' a man wants to be a farmer 


and hasn't the capital to conduct hla 
business with the energy »nd foresight 
of a wall-trained business man, what is 
he to do? This ia the question that 
some will ask. Several suggestions arc 
in order. What do other people do who 
wish to engage in business and are 
without tho necessary means? They 
generally don't do it, postpone it far 
better times, or try something else. A" 
man's fancied wants and wishes are nol 
always tho true guides to follow. li 
really possessed ol the sterling qualities 
which lit admirably for success in a 
certain calling, these will pretty cer- 
tainly bo exhibited in such a way in 
subordinate positions na to attract 
proeiable attention nnd suggest an 
from friends. 
A man who would rise 


must be patient. 
' • • . - - . 
! . 
Money may not pour to rapidly to th 
hired man— at least it never bos yet- 
but money is not all the "capital re 
quired. The grace of patience, witt 
skill, an inr[uirinw spirit, and an earn 
cst desire to find better methods than 
the old ones, art all Important. There 
should be (and must be for tho highes 
success) -an ambition - to excel iu f arm 
in", and not only to make money .by it 
but to do everything In a way to favor 
ably contrast with practices that obtain 


because they are old and hoary. But; 
lo attempt fanning without any of this 
preparatory discipline, and with but ft 
ti-illo of mono)-, is really a hard roat 
to travel. Besides the horrors of dob 


I and of constant solf-donial in habits o 


living;, there is tho mortification of be 


i ing obliged to conduct farming opera 


tions in a slipshod or wasteful method 
with insullicient manure, insuffieien! 
work, improper tools and machinery. 
The glaring needs of tho farm and ol 
tho household in tho direction of profit 
comfort and taste, must be pnt ovoi 
year after year, and thus life be robbec" 
of many of its true enjoyments. Hab 
its aro acquired that cling to parents 
and children through after years, niu 
thus aid to keep down the standard o; 
farming. —N. Y. Sun. 


Stock and Uio Soil. 


In some of tho older portions of the 


country thoro is a strange belief that 
live stock exhaust tho soil, and tho re- 
sult is that few cattle or any other kind 
of stock is kept Wo can now think of 
good sized farms in tho States of Now 
York and Pennsylvania on which are 
kept three or four cows, a single pair of 
horses, and no other live stock what- 
ever. As a usual thing tho farms aro 
constantly running down, or if any aro 
kept up it is done by an unprofitable 
outlay for artificial fertilizers, tho place 
'of which would bo more than filled by 
tho stable and barnyard, if a proper 
system of keeping stock on tho farm 
was adopted. At this late day when 
tho reverse of tho doctrine that stock 
will impoverish land has been so often 
aud so widely .demonstrated, tho advo- 
cacy of it shows a lamentable fallino- 
behind in tho rapid march of intolif 
gent agriculture. Wo aro not oven 
placed under tho necessity of going 
out of our own county or State to learn 
the falsity of such a position. Som» 
of tho most exhausted farms in this 
iouutry have gradually improved under 
stock grazing until there arc no better 
acres in all our rich territory. Some- 
times, however, meu refuse to soo 
any merit 
in anything 
at homo, 


looking always 
away from homo, 


and learning what they 
do loam 


from tho successes of those in other 
lands. Some people scorn to think that 
anything that boars tho namo of Euro- 
ican success is better and more reliable 
than anything of hame triumph can 
lossibly bo. Such people can happily 
be provided with brilliant illustratfons 
of our position in this matter in tho suc- 
cess of agriculture and keeping stock 
jomblncd iu Eugland and Germany. In 
England the live stock interest has 
vastly increased during the last half 
century, and her yiolcT of wheat has 
nearly doubled—that is, doubled per 
acre. If wo were to accept tho position 
of those who allege that stock is n 
lotrimont to the soil, thoro has no.t 
boon a day for indeed the last hundred 
roars that tho ruin of English soil by 
Mils timo would not have been prodict- 
sd. Hut, although devoting her attcn- 
,ion to tho breeding and feeding of 
stock to n degree aud with a success 
that has given an impetus to the busi- 
ness wherever stock can bo profitably 
•aised, her land has gradually improv- 
id, until her acres bloom with a fortili- 
y never before known. A similar re- 
sult is found in Germany. While the 
Jerman farmers havo boon constantly 
ncraasing thoir meat production, tho 
ioil has boon continually yielding larger 
>f the sugar boot, which is grown to 
mch a largo extent in that country. 
And this result will follow the keeping 
of stock upon any land. If the tillers 
of tho poor land in America would in- 
crease thoir herds and Hocks double or 
hrco-fold, they would double tho yield 
~>f their land. 


While it is not probable that this false 


doa prevails to any great extent in our 
Vostorn country, it is a fact that many 
jf our farmers keep too littlo stock, and 
aro thus standing in thoir own light 
with a full knowledge that thoy aro do- 
ng so. 
Tho natural richness of our 


oil has, of course, much to do with 
.his, and while wo continue pur present 
argcly prevailing policy of farming tho 
and to death, tho.utility of stock as a 
means of fertilizing will not bo approci- 
itod to tho extent that it deserves. 
Vhen our soil becomes exhausted there
